Like Huge Spider Web 
By STILES A. MARTIN |

Rivers, creeks, ponds, lakes, springs and wells and water gen- 
erally are so necessary to Farmers and,Industry, that we are de- 
voting this, the second article, to Water in Georgia. | 
Few States are blessed with such an abundance of water and 
so well distributed as Georgia. Streams run in every direction and 
a map of the State’s water supply—rivers and creeks—resemble a 


huge spider web. The rivers are well scattered over the State, 
and each is fed by a number of creeks. 


There are many unusual features about Georgia’s water 
courses, Most of them have Indian names, such as Tallulah, 
Etowah, Coosa, Oostanaula, Ocmulgee, Towaliga, Ohoopee, 
Coosawattee, Suwannee, and scores of others. 


There are many unusual features of the direction taken by 
some of the streams. You'll likely be surprised to know that the 
Tallulah River, closely identified with Tallulah Falls—long the 
Niagara for Georgia honeymooners —rises’ in 
North Carolina; flows southeast through a seg- 
ment of Northeast Georgia and on 4s short 
course the Georgia Power Company Has four 
lakes and power plants. This stream then flows 
into Tugaloo River, on which this firm has two 
more lakes and power plants. :

Thus water that is impounded in the upper 
lake, Burton, passes through five more lakes and 
plants, creating power at each, then finds its 
way into the Savannah River. : 

No other stream; long or short, in the State 
is so active or useful. This river is also in a 

. “hurry”—it drops 700 feet in two miles. 

You will see from the above that much of thé 
water that creates your light and power, falls in 
North Carolina. Also, water from both North 
and South Carolina turns the wheels of in- 
dustry at Augusta and Savannah, and other . 
points along the Savannah River. Stiles Martin 

The Savannah River is created by the Chattooga River, which 
has its source in North Carolina, and with the Tallulah and Tuga- 
loo in Georgia and the Seneca River in South Carolina join to 
create the Savannah in east Hart County. 

Atlantans walk every day over the source of two rivers. Source 
of South River is uptown, while the headwaters of Flint are in 
South Fulton, in the vicinity of Hapeville and College Park. 

South River flows into the Atlantic Ocean, while Flint goes to 
the Gulf of Mexico. Water that finds its way into the Chatta- 
hoochee River, like Peachtree Creek, also goes to the Gulf. 


Chattahoochee is the longest river in the State—400 miles— 
and supplies more water to more people than any other stream 
in the State, including Atlanta. It is also a sewage disposal 
stream for many points. In its great length, only two rivers 
enter the Chattahoochee and they are near its source—the 
Soque (formerly “Sookke”), and the Chestatee. 

When you read that the Ohio and Mississippi rivers are “up” 
you might well remember that water falling in Georgia helped to 
swell these streams. Admost unbelievable isn’t it that Georgia 
water goes as far north as Ohio. Several rivers in extreme North 
Georgia flow northward into the Tennessee River, thence into the 
Ohio River and then into the Mississippi. So, Georgia water 
“gets around.” 

_ Georgia streams are at various altitudes. In North Georgia 
some are approximately 3,000 feet high then flow to the ocean level.

RUB OUT “RISINGS” 


I notice a good many grubs have appeared on the backs © , 


of our cattle during the past 30 days. These are the “ris- 
ings” that most farmers call “wolves.” Others call them 
warbles. They are the swellings along the back of. cattle 


which disclose upon examination a large capsule-like grub. 
In the old days it was considered good practice to squeeze _ 
these grubs out through the skin, but this has bene found to be dan- & 


gerous to the cattle. Nowadays most farmers use some form of 
rotenone and rub it briskly into the swelling with a brush. The 
idea is to get the rotenone into the openings of the skin through 
which the grubs get the air they must have to live. By getting 
the rotenone into the grub hole the grub is killed. This not only 
ends the grub’s career, but reduces next year’s crop of heel flies. 
The heel fly is the gent who produces the grub in the first place, 


so if we kill off the grubs we automatically kill off the heel flies- 
Most veterinarians recommend three applications 


to that extent. 
of rotenone at intervals of 25 to 30 days. 

This is the time of year also when internal parasites (worms) 
seem to do most damage to cattle. Many cattle on range have all 
they can do to make it through the Winter on the sparse feed 


feed the result is pretty drastic. | 

Cattle on dry feed can be given phenothiazine or “Trol” (a com- 
bination of pheonthiazine, copper-sulphate and nicotine-sulphate). 
in powder form in their feed, but the animals on range usually 
need individual dosing with capsules or oblets or pills or drenches. 
Many reliable pharmaceutical houses manufacture worm expellents 
and the farmer may take his choice. Your veterinarian can ad- 
vise you. 

Pests such as mentioned here take an awful toll of. health, 
energy and life itself from the animals. Getting rid of parasites, 
both external and internal, is very important.

In addition to all the inland streams,’ Georgia has a long 
stretch of Atlantic Ocean front, from Savannah Beach southwest- 
ward to St. Marys. 

Not all of Georgia’s water “runs away.” Much is contained in 
lakes and gprings, many of the latter being famous, such as Warm 
Springs, internationally famed for its curative power, which is 

restoring polio patients to improvement and bet- 
ter health; Radium Springs near Albany; Indian 
Springs in Butts County; Cave Spring, near Rome, 
and many others. 

Lakes dot the State, many private and 
many public, which afford recreation and 
fishing for Georgians. 

A large series of lakes are maintained .by the 
State Parks Department. They include: 

Alex Stephens Park at Crawfordville, two, con- 
taining 32 acres; at high Amicalola Falls near Daw- 
sonville, 10 acres; Fort Mountain, a 17-acre lake 
that is 2,850 feet high; Hard Labor, near Rutledge, 
two, one of 45 acres and another, 275 acres; 
Kolomoki, im Early County, 75 acres; Laura 
Walker at Waycross, 45 acres; Little Ocmulgee at 
McRae, 200 acres; Magnolia Springs at Millen, 
three lakes containing 60 acres all told; Franklin 

M. T. Thomson Roosevelt Park at Pine Mountain, two, Lake 
Franklin, 30 acres, and Delano, 15 acres. 

The largest lake in the State Parks Department system is Lake 
Blackshear, near Cordele, which contains 8,000 acres. Others 
include Vogel Park, Lake Trahlyta, (We like Indian names but 
“Trahlyta” almost “gets” us.) eek 

Other lakes not in the Parks’ system include Lake Winfield 
Scott, near Dahlonega, in the Chattahoochee National Forest; 
Grand View Lake, near Jasper; the huge Clark’s Hill project at 
Augusta; Allatoona Dam in Bartow County; Jackson Lake at the 
source of the Ocmulgee, and the series of lakes at Columbus; 
Lake Louise at Toccoa Falls, to say nothing of Okefenokee Swamp. © 

There are other large private lakes over the State, many being - 
on the fringe of Georgia and Florida, and many lakes that afford 
power to operate grist mills. 

Water is necessary to all life, but to the farmer it is most 
vital because he needs it to sprout the seed, to cause the food 
crops to grow to maturity to feed the world, while his live- 
stock could not cultivate the crops without an ample supply 
of water, neither would the grass grow for his milk and 

, beef cows. 

So, the ample supply of water in Georgia invites farmers. 

At the same time, industry cannot operate without an ample 
supply of water and to this énd, the United States Geological 
Survey maintains approximately 100 flow. gauging stations in 
rivers and large creeks over the State and is in position at any 
time to give information on the water contained in these streams. 
Chief Engineer of the Atlanta office in charge of this valuable 
research and information service is M. T, Thomson, whose office 
is busy compiling information on the Georgia water supply. 

The Georgia Geological Department also is an authority on 
Georgia water and other geological matters. 

We suggest you get “water” conscious and learn more about 
this great resource of the State and a concluding suggestion is 
that better and more markings should be placed on bridges that 
some Georgia streams, enabling identification of the rivers and

First Test of Our New Policy in Asia 


_ WASHINGTON—By courtesy of Mao Tse-tung and the French Government, the energy and seri- 
ousness of the new Afmerican policy in Asia will almost immediately be subjected to its first test. The 
test will come in Indo-China, which is, with Burma, one of the two keys to the rich, populous and 


strategically vital Southeast Asiatic peninsula. 


In brief, the French Government has for some 
‘time been urging our Government to give aid and 
comfort to the non-Communist elements in their 
- former colony, which is still part of the French 
union. . 


‘The detailed position can be simply de- 


No one 
expects Mao Tse-tung to send his armies into 
Indo-China. But the mere presence of Mao’s 
armies in the border provinces will afford a 
supreme opportunity to the Indo-Chinese 
Communist leader, Ho Chi Minh.

By being bold and firm, we 
can accomplish two great results. We can, 
in effect, assure the Indo-Chinese people that

_ Georgia, having few natural assets and being rich only in the 
quality of its people, has a tremendous and delicate problem of 
how to secure the better things of life for its citizens. 


To raise her $971 per capita income, Georgia must raise the 
educational standard of all her people so that they will be capable 
of earning more money. To do this will require an ever increasing 
amount of money, en I say ever increasing amount of money, 
I say so advisedly. I cannot forget that the first year I came to 
the General Assembly in 1931, the appropriation for the common 
schools was only $4,696,250, while now the appropriation is $50,- 
700,000. No one now would want our schools to go back to the 
conditions that existed in 1931, and’it would be surprising in 
ao if anyone wanted their schools to go back to the 1949 con 

ons. 

‘Although contrary to the belief of some, the quantity and 


quality of education recevied does not necessarily coincide with ° 


the amount of money spent on ‘education; however, everyone 
recognizes the fact that we cannot have a good educational sys- 
tem without adequate finances.- As civilization progresses and 
becomes more and more complex, it has always required more 
and better education to su y compete with its problems. 
Problem With Georgia’s per capita income $971, and the cost 

of maintaining all the various departments of Gov- 
ernment constantly rising, her problem is how get enough 
money to educate all of its people so that their increased know!l- 
edge and ability will produce, more taxable income and taxable 
property with which to support its Government in the demands 
made by its people. Many have advocated a sales tax to answer 
this cry for more money, which to the upper income tax group, the 
Chamber of Commerce group, the Manufacturers’ Association, the 
Bankers’ Association, the soft drink owners, the large land owners, 
and like groups, would be an ideal answer, and would immediately 
remoye any fear they might have of some increased tax being 
placed on their particular businesses. While this would be very 
pleasing to these groups, and would make the man sponsoring 
such a move quite popular with them, it must be remembered 
that a 3 percent sales tax would remove $18 from the pocket of 
the average man in the State of Georgia. 


Certainly I recognize the fact that the average Georgian gets 
free school books, free education, free police protection, paved 
roads, and many other services, but on the other hand, $18 is ap- 
proximately one week’s income for the average man in Georgia. 
No man with a $971 income should have a tax of $18 levied on 
him until his State Government has practiced every possible 
economy, and until every possible source of revenue from those 


more able to pay has been explored. 

= 9? Recently those in favor of a sales tax have 
Hodge Podge: referred to our present tax system as an 
archaic and hodge-podge system. Much to the surprise of a group 
recently studying the tax system, of other Southern. States, they 
found that our tax system, while far from perfect, was also far 
from the decrepit, worn-out system that it has been pictured. 
One learned and respected ‘authority on taxation pointed out that 
it would be relatively simple to change Georgia’s hodge-podge, 
archaic system into a modern system such as North Carolina’s, by 
simply adding to the.Georgia tax system a sleeping car tax, a 
utility tax; by raising the income tax and lowering the exemptions; 
and by adding a retail sales tax. It seems that many have kecome 
accustomed to judging how modern a tax system is by the 
amount of money it raises. 


Sales Tax While it is freely admitted that I have never 

favored a sales tax because I have always felt 
that it bears down heaviest on those least able to pay, I believe 
that we are fast reaching the point in our taxation where the 
limited number of: wealthy and limited number of ‘corporations 
cannot pay for all the services that are being required of our 
Government. 
until all other means of raising the necessary money have been 
exhausted, and until I feel the necessity for levying such a tax 
will justify lowering a $971 per capita income to $953. When and 
if this day. does come, and I can conscientiously support a sales 
tax, I do hope my friends who own large tracts of land, the 
bankers, the soft drink group, the manufacturers, and others will 
understand.

Where once the embittered share-cropper stood, eking out the prover- 
bial meager existence on overly furrowed land, sleek cattle graze con- 
tentedly. No longer do they roam the roads or glean the shoulders as did their bony- 


backed predecessors. 


Farmers take no chances with their livestock these days, not 


with beef bringingup to $25 a hundredweight on the hoof and year-round pastures theirs 


for the development. 


In the small settleménts along the highway, where once the sagging shutters of 


. boarded-up stores- testified to the poverty of the countryside, things are lively again. 


Not only do numerous livestock markets channel well over $100,000 apiece into their 
respective communities each weekly sales day, but countless small industries also con- 
tribute a newfound affluence and sense of security with their regular weekly pay rolls. 


Proud and shiny, in the front yards of farm houses freshly painted, stand late-model 
automobiles, a far cry from. the. jalopies and Hoover carts of afew brief years ago.

We are interested in it from the standpoint of 
both the producer and the consumer. We want to 
see the farmer get a reasonable price for his milk 
and the public be able to buy good milk as cheaply ~ 


as possible. 


Our organization has t, since we began busi- 
ness 15 years ago, to pay the producer a top price 
and to sell to the consumer as low as expenses will 
justify. The success of this policy is evidenced by 
the fact that our business has increased twenty-fold 
over the years. | 


However, we are prevented by law from selling 
you milk as cheaply as we would like to do. Or 
rather, by rules and regulations of the State Milk 
Control Board which have the effect of law. 


Since this Board was created we have tried to per- 
suade them to allow the milk industry in Georgia to 
give the public at least a 2c per quart saving in cash- 
and-carry prices. We want to sell YOU milk at our 
stores for less than you have to pay for it delivered 
to your home. And there is no selfish motive of try- 
ing to build up Georgia’s Milk store business to the 
detriment of other companies’ delivery routes, for 
we operate home deliyery routes, too. Also, any other 
company has the right to operate stores just as we do, 


However; the Milk Board refuses to allow this, 
and in spite of all our pleadings we are unable to 
give the public this saving. 


Therefore, in the realization that the high cost of 
living makes every periny saved an important mat- 
ter, we are taking to YOU, the public, the following 
suggestions for. the over-all welfare of the milk in- 
dustry in Georgia, with the idea in mid that public 
opinion can force the Milk Control Board to put into 
effect rules and regulations which will be fair and 
just to all concerned. 


. 


THESE ARE OUR SUGGESTIONS: 


1, The Milk Board shall fix the minimum price 
to be paid the farmer. (It is necessary that this be 
done to prevent some big milk companies from put- 
ting the little dairyman out of business.) 


2. The Milk Reard shall remove its restrictions 
on a minimum price to the consumer. (Let the dis- 
tributor sell, in the stores and delivered, his milk at 
whatever price he must to meet competition. ) 


Simply, that is all we propose, but we believe that 
if these suggestions are carried out the result will be 
continued development of the dairy industry and a 
sharp decrease in the cost of milk to the consumer. 


There is no chance that the price of milk would 
rise, because of the fact that there is, for the first 
time, a surplus of milk in Georgia and competition 
will keep the price down. 


Also, many people do not know that there is no 
maximum price on milk to the consumer now. A 
distributor has the right to raise his price to anything 
he thinks he can get. But, as the public knows, the 
price per quart remains at the minimum the Milk 
Board sets. Where, then, could the public lose if the 
minimum price restriction was removed? ° 


The public wouldn’t lose, of course, and neither 
would the farmer. The present high cost of’ milk 
cuts down consumption of dairy products and en- 
courages the sale of products manufactured in other 
states, such as.powdered milk, canned milk, ete. 
A cut in prices would enable housewives and children 
to go back to fresh milk, thereby increasing every- 


body’s sales. 


In fact, we think that if the Milk Board could 
devote its full time to. other phases of dairying than 
— regulation, the industry would profit greatly. 

e do not favor abolishment of the Board, but we 
do think that their time could be better spent in 
encouraging production, improving breeding meth- 
ods, regulating the proper flow of milk throughout 
all areas and, in general, promoting the industry in 
Georgia.

Particularly, since if it doesn’t work, the Board 
has the authority under the law to go back to price 
fixing.

Housing Units Planned 


With Health, Safety Factors

WASHING TON—(INS)— All 
of the 810,000 housing units the 
Government expects to build in 
the next six years will be com- 
fortable apartment-type dwell- 
ings equipped with refrigerators 
and gas ranges. 

Pleasantly yet simply de- 
signed, the apartments will be 
well-constructed with emphasis 
on health and safety factors. 

Public Housing Administra- 
tion officials say the average 
unit will cost no more than 
$8,450 and will contain at least 
four and probably five rooms. 
This will include living room, 
dining space, kitchen and bath 
and two or three bedrooms. 

Some of the projects in the 
larger cities will be equipped 
with elevators but most of them 
will be “walk-up” affairs. 

Planning on the current. pro- 
gram as far as unit features are 
concerned differs greatly with 
the old Federal Housing oper- 
ation. 

Previously, the average unit 
contained 4.5 rooms, including 


2.5 bedrooms. Space under the 
new program will amount to 
about 5.5 rooms, including from 
three to 3.5 bedrooms. 

In addition, the projects, 
scheduled for cat 2 start- 
ing next Summer, willbe dec- 
orated with shrubbery and in 
many cases playgrounds will be 
located nearby.

East’s. overcall of one spade is 
not sound strategy.

(not too drastic a step when the 
vulnerable conditions are taken 
into consideration). This would 
have made it virtually im- 
possible for the opposition to 
reach seven diamonds, and they 
would have had to be content 
with a small slam.
